the Spirit of God is now operating. I 
make that statement of fact. I take 
no credit for it, and if you knew me 
personally you would know that. But 
the time is here when the battle lines 
must be drawn between God and 
atheism. Let’s draw them then, and 
draw them fast. For the inevitable 
must be faced. And as I said, it is 
Armaggedon with a vengeance. Not 
perhaps as certain bible “prophets” 
have described it, but Armaggedon 
just the same. For it is a battle be- 
tween the Spiritual and the material. 
And unless the Spiritual forces get 
in tune with God, they will lose. 


The story of the sacrifice of 
Jesus Christ on the cross is a very 
pathetic sort of story. It has its fine 
points. It has meant a lot to many 
people. The only flaw I see there is 
that every fundamental of the whole 
story was known to millions, thou- 
sands of years before Christianity 
was ever heard of. Then again, if 
one studies another “crucified god,” 
Chrishna of India, one finds every 
fundamental part of the Christ story 
there, almost in exact detail, and 1400 
years before. How then can we de- 
pend upon the Christ story, beautiful 
tho’ it may be, for a true knowledge 
of God? How may we know that it is 
the only true story of God’s actions 
in regard to the human race, when 
religious tradition of thousands of 
years gives us a score of other “cruci- 
fied gods” all of whom came to do 
the very same thing we are told 
Jesus Christ came to do? 


The Christian may not like these 
questions. But they are questions 
which must be reasonable and logic- 
ally answered in this time of so 
grave a world-crisis. I’m not willing 
to just “blindly believe” what any 
preacher or priest tells me to be- 
lieve. J want to know. And it is be- 
cause I wanted to know for so long 
that I found out. And as a result of 
hie found out, I am, for the first 
met M religious history, bringing to

hrist, but the true story of the 
ie of God. And that story, as 
w be expected, is making God a 
ng reality to men all over the 


world. These tens of thousands know 
that the God we are teaching is true 
and powerful. It replaces completely 
the story of Jesus Christ bringing to 
mankind, what is at once recognized 
to be the actual and literal truths of 
God. On this true foundation then, 
we all can unite to face these other 
forces which would drive the very 
name of God from off the face of 
the earth. 


It would be perfectly possible to 
drive the name of Jesus Christ from 
off the face of the earth, for every 
religion which has had a “crucified 
god”? has been as impotent as the 
“followers” of Jesus Christ are to- 
day. And if these Hitler-Stalin forces 
win, there will be no more Jesus 
Christ. But even if that were done 
the name of God and the Spirit of 
God would still remain on the earth, 
for the death of the story of Jesus 
Christ, or Chrishna, or any of the 
other score of Crucified Gods would 
still leave this world with the Spirit 
of God in it. And it is upon the Spirit 
of God we must depend for peace, 
and not on the name of Jesus Christ, 
with all respect to him, and to those 
who believe in him. And there is, in 
my opinion a vast difference between 
Jesus Christ and the Spirit of God. 
Jesus knew the Spirit of God—of 
that I am convinced. But to say that 
the Spirit of God, or God Almighty 
was ever killed on a cross is gross 
libel. I shall be met here with the 
very statement I have long wanted 
to meet face to face. I shall be told 
that Jesus Christ was only one-third 
of God. Only the “son” of God. To 
which I reply, then in the face of the 
abject failure of the “son” of God to 
manifest the Spirit of God on the 
earth, let’s stop worshipping the son 
and try worshipping the father, 
which can only be the Spirit of God. 
The Spirit which is God. What’s the 
matter with doing that? If every 
church organization in existence will 
forget Jesus Christ for one year, 
preaching the Power of the Spirit of 
God, there will be no war in Europe 
one year from today. On such a 
foundation, we could very success- 
fully fight Hitler-Stalinism and any 
other “ism” which aims to destroy 
the name of God. It is a heartbreak- 
ing pity that the church, the very 
organization which should be in the 
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thick of the fight against the forces 
of atheism, is the one institution 
which is so utterly helpless in this 
world crisis. And the reason it is 
helpless is because instead of knowing 
the fullness of the Presence and 
Power of God, it has been fooling 
round with God’s “son.” Now let’s 
let the son alone, and worship, and 
get in communion with the Spirit of 
God, and see what a change that will 
make. 

As I see things today beloved, only 
what I have suggested, truly and 
honestly in this article can ever win. 
Religion is a serious thing. In it, lies 
the solution to the vexing problems 
of this world. To say that any church 
with its theories is the last word in 
the realm of religion is not stating 
the truth. They may or they may not 
contain anything or all about God, 
and, judging them all in the light of 
what they have been able to accom- 
plish in the past, we of “Psychiana” 
are very convinced that an utterly 
new conception of God is necessary 
if this world is to be straightened out. 
Either God exists, as a Living Spirit 
of righteousness, peace, joy, happi- 
ness, justice, etc., or God does not so 
exist. If God does so exist, why is it 
that no church organization in exist- 
ence has been able to bring to man- 
kind, enough of the Power of the 
Spirit of God to stem this fearful tide 
of human slaughter, the like of which 
has not before been witnessed on the 
earth.

In 
days long gone by, religious leaders 
frightened the people by telling them 
that they were “born in sin” etc., 
and that without the good offices of 
the church, they are doomed to hell 
or, as the Catholics teach, to purga- 
tory. There, after suffering for a 
time, which time is dependent upon 
how much is paid to the “Church,” 
one is released from this “hell-hole” 
and may now be presented before the 
throne of God, there to live ever 
after. But it is all dependent upon a 
belief in “sin,” and without this 
myth, the church just could not exist. 
For if there is no “inbred sin” there 
certainly is no need for a “savior” 
from that “inbred sin” is there? And 
if there be no need of a “savior,” then 
away over the dam go all church 
claims to “saving the soul” and the 
church is left without one reasonable 
thing upon which to justify its exist- 
ence, is it not? 

Everyone agrees that this world is 
more full of crime today than it ever 
was. But these horrible things are not 
the result of how a man was born. 
They are not the result of God’s hav- 
ing made a “bad man” away back 
yonder in the beginning, but they are 
the result of the fact that man has 
not yet had the true picture of God 
brought to him by any existing re- 
ligion. They all teach “sin.” None of 
them can explain what that original 
“sin” was, but they all do harp upon 
it until they have driven so many peo- 
ple away from the church that they 
are beginning to lay the “sin” prop- 
osition on the table, under the label 
of “indefinite postponement.” The 
best way I know of to find God is to 
believe in the actual existence of God. 
Use your head. Use your God-given 
reason. Use whatever brains nature 
has endowed you with. If you will do 
this, you will know how very false 
the “sin” proposition, in its relation 
to man, really is. 


Oh yes—you can go out and carouse 
round, and get drunk, and have an 
affair with another man’s wife if 
you want to. So can I. But—with the 
consciousness of the Spirit of God 
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in you—You wowt want to. But if 
yòu allow yourself to get all worked 
up into a frenzy because, away back 
yonder in the Garden of Eden God 
held a conversation with a talking 
snake—you are very apt never to 
find God by such beliefs. I have in 
my down-town study, pictures and 
illustrations of “talking snakes” from 
away back before the story of Adam 
and Eve and their talking snake was 
ever heard of. The “snake” story goes 
back into religious superstition long 
ways back of the Christian religion. 
The Hindoo had it 1400 years before 
the time of Christ. He had his Adimo 
and Heva too, and he had those two 
old timers 1400 years before Adam 
and Eve were ever heard of. And he 
had his Noe in the place of our Noah 
1400 years before the supposed time 
of Christ. 

So I say again, use your head in 
dealing with God and the Realm of 
religion. There is nothing fanatical 
or unreasonable in the entire set-up. 
You know—your natural intelligence, 
tells you that God lives. God must live. 
If there were no God it would be 
necessary to invent one. But God does 
not live, and God never has lived, and 
God never can be found through any 
theology which teaches that man 
“fell” because Adam and Eve held a 
conversation with a talking snake. 
No intelligent American can believe 
such twaddle as that. But religious 
superstition lies deep. People are 
still very superstitious. Hundreds of 
thousands of them still live who, 
when they die, would tear the earth 
apart to get at a priest or preacher. 
They haven't enough confidence in 
the God who made them to take care 
of them on the other side of the tomb 
as well as on this side. 

For the church, regardless of what 
kind of a church it might be has, to 
its eternal shame, held up the pic- 
ture of “an angry god” and “hell- 
fire” and “purgatory” to such a de- 
gree that even today, in so-called 
civilized America, millions still be- 
lieve it. Or they say they believe it. 
The priest can still raise two fingers 
and frighten the living daylights out 
of some people. But I thank God this 
day, as I write this, that that sort of 
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thing is fast dying away. May 
speed the day when there is no mm 
of it. It is not only an abomination: 
the sight of God, it is a shame thy 
only time can erase. But I supp 
in the religious evolution of man, 
had to be. For man is a thick-head: 
and somewhat bull-headed creatur 
Just tell him that God “is mad at you’ 
and he’ll do anything from pay per 
ance to jumping a hoop if the prie 
tells him to. 

And all because he is afraid of th 
results of “sin,” that pet theological 
bugaboo of the church. Without it 
the church cannot exist. Fear is the 
father of it. As a matter of fat, 
fear is at the back of all present day 
systems of theology. And we’d better 
get fear out of the make-up. For fear, 
and God can never exist in the same’ 
body. I mean the consciousness of the 
Spirit of God, and fear, can never 
exist in the same body. When Goi 
is recognized, fear goes out. With fear 
in, God cannot be recognized. Ant 
any man these days who allows any 
church or any priest or any minister 
to do his religious thinking for him, 
is taking a chance I would not want 
to take. It is because I refused to lis- 
ten to either priest or preacher that 
this “Psychiana’ Movement exists. 
And, through this Movement, the 
whole world will sooner or later be 
brought to the true knowledge of the 
Power of the Spirit of God. Had I 
listened to either priest or preacher, 
this Movement never could have 
come into existence.

them: to believe. For none took the 
trouble to inquire as to the truth or 
falsity of the story taught.

is. Nor does it know anything at all 
about the existing Power of the 
Spirit of God. So certainly, with this 
universal loss of members, the pres- 
ent church structure should not ob- 
ject if I try to point out to it its er- 
rors, and to lead it into paths of 
truth, where it will find True Religion 
and the True God. 

But it does object as a body. Its 
members do not, for they have begun 
to suspect that what I am saying 
might be true. It is true. The entire 
structure of theology as taught by 
most of the major church organiza- 
tions of the earth today, had its in- 
ception in something which pagan 
religions had long before either 
Christ or the Christian church was 
ever heard of. It goes back as far as 
7000 years. And I maintain that any- 
thing of a religious nature taught 
7000 years ago, needs a lot of revamp- 
ing before it is offered to us as “the 
divinely inspired word of God.” At 
least I shall revamp it. And I shall 
find out just how much truth, if 
any, there is in it. And when I have 
found that out, I shall tell the nations 
just what I did discover. 

We stand today at the junction of 
two highways in the realm religious. 
The one road goes left and the other 
road right. The road to the left, if 
followed, will lead to absolute de- 
struction of all religion as we have it 
today. It will attempt to stick by 
“virgin birth” stories etc., and it will 
find that the world does not want 
that sort of thing. It will mean the 
end of “orthodoxy.” The road to the 
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right has a far different and better 
ending. That road, a new one, dis- 
places all these old unprovable philos- 
ophies of God and religion, with a 
new conception of God.

We find here a spiritual Power, 
so dynamic that it can, here and 
now, make its presence and its Power 
known to every man on the face of the 
globe. We find here, on this right 
road, a wealth of everything man can 
ever need, all of this provided because 
the God of this road is a vital Living 
Spirit, abundantly able to manifest 
itself to every man, and to give to 
every man the ability and the desire 
to know and partake of the very 
nature of the God of the right road. 


I am of the opinion that the world 
as a whole will choose the right road. 
We have been travelling along the 
left-hand road for a long time. We 
have heard the religion of the left 
road. We have listened to what it 
had to tell us. We have heard about 
God drowning the whole race like 
rats in a trap. We have heard the 
story of Adam and Eve. We have 
heard a lot of other things which 
are the stock-in-trade of the theology 
of the left road. And we do not want 
that sort of theology. One look at the 
ghastly condition of the universe to- 
day shows why we do not want that 
theology. For the religion of that 
left road can make no excuses what- 
soever for the condition of the world 
today. It can be placed directly at 
the door of those who, falsely or 
truly, have told the rest of us that 
they represent God Almighty. If they 
do, they are responsible for world 
conditions. If they do not, they have 
no business telling us they do. 

Under the reign of the religion of 
the left road, that one which origin- 
ated some 7000 years ago, we find 
today between 5 and 6 hundred dif- 
ferent mixtures of societies, sects, 
denominations, none of them being 
able to even slightly agree on what 
the truths of God are. If ever there 
was religious conflagration, it is now. 
The Catholic church tells the world 


that all religions should return to it, 
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If they did, that is the most potent 
reason why they should not return 
to it. The Protestant church says it 
broke away from the Catholic church 
because it was rotten inside. The old 
Wash-Baptist have a few splits, and 
they in turn add confusion to the 
situation. Then up pops a colored 
man, or rather a colored god, and he 
demands the attention of posterity 
for awhile. Then Aimee—we have 
her. Rather we had her, for we don’t 
hear much about Aimee these days. 

And so, under the religion of the 
left road, we see nothing but con- 
fusion and disaster ahead. There is 
nothing which might even faintly be 
suspected of being God in the whole 
mess. Any thinking man or woman 
knows that.

7000 years ago, needs a lot of revamp- 
ing before it is offered to us as “the 
divinely inspired word of God.”

It can be placed directly at 
the door of those who, falsely or 
truly, have told the rest of us that 
they represent God Almighty. If they 
do, they are responsible for world 
conditions. If they do not, they have 
no business telling us they do. 

Under the reign of the religion of 
the left road, that one which origin- 
ated some 7000 years ago, we find 
today between 5 and 6 hundred dif- 
ferent mixtures of societies, sects, 
denominations, none of them being 
able to even slightly agree on what 
the truths of God are. If ever there 
was religious conflagration, it is now. 
The Catholic church tells the world 
that all religions should return to it, 


because it says they sprang from it. 


If they did, that is the most potent 
reason why they should not return 
to it. The Protestant church says it 
broke away from the Catholic church 
because it was rotten inside. The old 
Wash-Baptist have a few splits, and 
they in turn add confusion to the 
situation. Then up pops a colored 
man, or rather a colored god, and he 
demands the attention of posterity 
for awhile. Then Aimee—we have 
her. Rather we had her, for we don’t 
hear much about Aimee these days. 

And so, under the religion of the 
left road, we see nothing but con- 
fusion and disaster ahead. There is 
nothing which might even faintly be 
suspected of being God in the whole 
mess. Any thinking man or woman 
knows that. And it cannot be denied 
that the gruesome condition of the 
world today is directly in the hands 
of those who, telling us they knew 
God, attempted to foist on this world 
a god who never did exist. Certainly 
God does exist, just as certainly God 
can straighten this world out in 
short order. Then, if these left-road 
religions have not been able to do 
that, they just simply haven’t got the 
proper god. There can be no other 
explanation to it. It is quite useless 
to tell us that all of these religions 
exist, not for the straightening out 
of this world, but for the “saving of 
souls.” Well, if that is all they exist 
for, they might just as well never 
exist, for not a single one of them 
even knows what a “soul” is. And 
besides, souls live on this earth too. 
And the proper time and place to do 
the most effective “‘soul-saving”” work 
is here and now. We of “Psychiana”’ 
believe this world can be saved here 
and now. It will take the true God to 
do it though, not a pagan god of 
antiquity. 

Why will the world take the right 
road? Because the world is discover- 
ing what the left road holds for it.

HE Executive Board of the Luth- 

eran church in America declared 
unanimously at its annual meeting 
on Jan. 11th, 1940, that Lutherans 
had a right to be “conscientious 
objectors” in war time. That is not 
the attitude of “Psychiana.” Nor is 
it the attitude of tens of thousands of 
Lutheran Swedes and Norwegians 
who are rushing to the aid of poor 
Finland. It should not be the atti- 
tude of any true American. No real 
American will hide his cowardice 
under the cloak of religion, and a 
“conscientious objector,” while not 
necessarily so, might be a “conscien- 
tious coward.” 

No one hates war as much as I 
do. Nevertheless, if the need arose, 
I would shoulder a musket any time 
in defense of the United States of 
America. And I should expect our 
followers to do likewise. America is 
the last stronghold of democracy, and 
if this Country is not worth fighting 
for, it is not worth living in. These 
‘conscientious objecting Lutherans” 
might do far, better than publicly 
state that they have a right to “con- 
scientiously object” when war threat- 
ens. They cannot be good Christians 
and do that, for if ever a religion had 
a record of warfare, blood, pestil- 
ences and horror, that religion is 
the Christian religion. And Luther- 
ans are supposed to be “good ortho- 
dox Christians.” At any rate, they 
allowed an article to appear in the 
Lutheran Companion a couple of 
years ago, holding this Movement up 
to ridicule on account of its being 
a “drug-store” religion. 

“Psychiana,” however, has no such 
bloody record behind it as the relig- 
ion of the Lutheran has. Its record 
is clean. It is a record of the demon- 
stration of the Power of the Spirit 
of God on the earth, and nothing 
but good can ever follow in the 
wake of such a Teaching. 

The “god” of the Lutheran is 
“Yahweh” or Jehovah, or Lord, who 
never was anything else than an old 
Jewish tribal god who, with one fell 
swoop, struck dead about 40,000 
people who dared to look into a little 
box in which “Yahweh” lived. This, 
I repeat, is not only the god of the 
Lutherans but is the god of the en- 
tire Christian religion—believe it or 
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not. (Do you wonder at my fear‘ 
lessly stating that the story is not 
true?) 

The religion began with god mak- 
ing a complete failure of the creation 
of man, and his subsequent drown- 
ing of them all from off the face of 
the earth, like rats in a trap. None 
were allowed to escape. Then, this 
Jewish tribal god “Yahweh” con- 
tinued his blessed work of redemp- 
tion by placing a curse on the ground 
whereon man dwelt, and “in sorrow 
ordaining” that man should make his 
living by the sweat of his brow from 
that day to this. The history of the 
Jews wandering through the land of 
Israel, etc., is a history replete with 
wars, bloodshed, and murder. And 
these are coupled with immoralities 
I should not care to recount in this 
magazine. 

Yet the great “holy” Lutheran 
church states that its members may 
be “conscientious objectors” if the 
existence of this fair land is threat- 
ened. It might be a good thing to find 
out now, before war comes, just how 
many of these “conscientious object- 
ors” there would be among the Luth- 
erans, and then require them to leave 
for their native land.

g I write this, my little nine-year- 

old Florence is lying in the 
Swedish Hospital in Seattle after 
having had an operation performed 
on both knees. The operations were 
performed by the Drs. LeCocq who 
are known throughout the length and 
breadth of the country as wonderful 
bone surgeons. They are. Seattle and 
the northwest should be proud of 
such men. For some reason or other, 
the bones in her little knees began to 
rot, and, as usual, I called in the 
best medical advice I could find. The 
operations were the result. She will 
be perfectly whole, and two weeks 
ago walked out of that hospital. We 
were told she might never walk again. 
But the Spirit of God ruled different- 
ly. 

You all know the terrible time we 
had about 18 months ago, and you 
all know the seeming miracle which 
was performed through our faith in 
God. I shall not answer the question 
here as to why these things come to 
sweet little children—the main point 
is that the Spirit of God, through 
competent medical men, has the com- 
plete cure in its hands. But the thing 
which touched me though was one 
letter which came to us through the 
mails yesterday from the Rev. LeRoy 
Walters, the Pastor of the Presby- 
terian church in Moscow, Idaho. 


He wrote Florence a beautiful let- 
ter, and he wrote us one, too. In his 
letter to Florence he said—‘‘you are 
a brave soldier and you will recover 
through the great faith of your 
father and mother.” I appreciated 
that statement, and thank Rev. Wal- 
ters for having sent his letter to us 
both. For it was nothing less than “a 
great faith” in a Great God which 
gave us our little girl back again, for 
the third time. Three times has this 
little thing stood at death’s door, and 
three times has this “last enemy” 
found himself absolutely defeated 
Decause one man and one woman 
Peon im whom they believe, and 

ey are persuaded that this great 

pirit of God is abundantly able to 
rise to any occasion, and defeat the 
works of the enemy.” 


But the thing that got under my 


hide was the fact that the Rev. Wal- 


ters is a big enough man to recognize 
the fact that while neither Mrs. Rob- 
inson nor I believe in the story of 
Jesus Christ as God, and Dr. Walters 
knows it, he still was a big enough 
man to recognize the fact that we 
both have a living vital faith in God, 
regardless of our beliefs in Jesus 
Christ. And if we can commune with 
God leaving Jesus Christ entirely 
out of our beliefs, it goes to prove 
that God is bigger, far bigger than 
any man-made conception of God 
can ever be. 

Mrs. Robinson holds a membership 
in the local Presbyterian church. I 
used to have one in the First Presby- 
terian church in Yakima—I don’t 
know whether it is still there or not. 
I presume not for a high-class Pres- 
byterian church like the one in 
Yakima certainly wouldn’t want to 
carry on its rolls an internationally 
known “atheist”’ as I am often called. 
If old Dr. Ferry is still there though, 
I imagine the membership still stands. 
Florence attends the Presbyterian 
Sunday School whenever she feels 
like going. 

If more Protestant ministers would 
try to understand this Movement, 
and if, instead of continually blasting 
away at its founder, they would find 
out exactly what the Movement 
stands for, I have an idea that it 
would not take us long to get together, 
and this world could then have 
brought to it, perhaps far more effec- 
tively than I can-bring it, the truths 
of the Spirit of God. 

I am very frank to admit that if 
God had searched the whole wide 
world over, He could not have found 
a more incompetent piece of human- 
ity than I am. Perhaps that is why 
God chose such a useless piece of 
human mechanism. Go back through 
religious history and see how many 
times God has done that. 

There on the docks of Cornwalls’ 
largest city, was a drunken, blas- 
pheming sailor. So profane, he tells 
of himself, that when he got drunk 
and started in to curse and blas- 
pheme, the neighbors closed their 
doors. Then one day God met that 


man—and shortly after he wrote: 


“Till then I would thy love proclaim 
With every fleeting breath: 

Until the odors of thy name 
Refresh my soul in death.” 


So maybe God knows better than 
we mortals do, after all. Perhaps the 
eye of God penetrates a bit deeper 
than the superficial eye of man. 
Certain it is that God knows far bet- 
ter than we know, who is best quali- 
fied for his work. 

When the full significance of this 
“Psychiana” Movement begins to 
dawn on the world, there will be 
many sad hearts. There will be many 
who would give most anything to 
recall the pain and the sufferings 
they have caused me—all because 
they did not understand the “great 
faith” and the great love for human- 
ity, which love lies deep in the hearts 
of the three Directors of this Move- 
ment.

another road to God. For there will 
be. But, as I stated before, we are 
at the junction of these two roads. 
I know, and you know which road 
men and women will travel when 
they know what lies at the end of 
each of these two trails. When I 
tell you that the present religious 
structure of orthodoxy cannot stand 
up under the light of an unbiased in- 
vestigation, I know wherof I speak. 
I am not the type to try to tear down 
anyone’s religious philosophy, unless 
the interests of the many demand 
that, on account of its falsity, it 
should be torn down. How can anyone 
who knows how many “crucified 
gods” this world has had to date, 
stake his or her future, and present, 
on another one of those many cruci- 
fied gods? It would be foolish to ex- 
pect them to. Yet the fact of the 
existence in old religious traditions 
of these other ‘world saviors who 
were crucified” is never mentioned 
by any system of theology of the left 
road. It should be. The whole world 
should know the absolute truth of all 
these “gods.” If they even suspected 
their existence, they would not have 
much faith in any of them. 

No—the answer to the God prop- 
osition does not lie along the left 
road. It does not lie in anything 
orthodoxy has offered us today.

used Christmas, not to worship God, 
but to get drunk. So little effect has 
the story of Jesus Christ had on the 
world, that today, in spite of all the 
organizations teaching that story— 
well—think of the poor Finns. I shall 
be told here that the fault is not with 
the churches, but with the world for 
not following in the footsteps of this 
Man of Galilee. But I shall retort 
that no human being alive ever could 
follow in those footsteps. Nor could 
any human being that ever lived 
carry out the foolish precepts Jesus 
asked us to carry out. If then, this 
“crucified god’? Jesus is unable to 
bring a doctrine which men can fol- 
low, this world had better get another 
God. It is not the fault of the human 
race. It’s the fault of the conception 
of God brought to the human -race 
by the churches. 

And, if the origin of these religions 
is traced back to where it came from, 
we find it to be in religions which we 
now call “pagan” and “heathen.” 
Perhaps that is the reason it has 
failed. There has never been a system 
of religion on the faze of the earth 
which had a “crucified. god? at the 
head of it which has not died a 
natural death. And unless the Chris- 
tian church gets another “god,” it 
too, will die a natural death. This is 
predicted, not only by me, but by 
leaders of the Christian church it- 
self. This is not sacrilege, beloved. It 
is an honest attempt to correct a re- 
ligious error which is so dangerous 
that if it is not corrected, civilization 
may perish. I’m not trying to destroy 
religion—I’m trying to save it. If I 
don’t prove my ground as 1 go along, 
Pll stop this Movement. But I do 
prove it, and the world knows I prove 
it. Jesus cannot be followed if this 
world is to be made a safe place in 
which to love and live. For 2000 years 
the world has tried to do that—yet 
look at it today. The commands He 
gave are so preposterous that none 
but a fool would even try to carry 
them out. One poor devil not long 
ago, cut off his hand with an axe, 
trying to carry out Christ’s admoni- 
tion—“if thy right hand offend thee 
—cut it off.” He did. And by the 
same rule of logic, I suppose if his 
head had offended he would have cut 
that off too. 


This revelation of the Power of 
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the Spirit of God being brought t 
this world through “Psychiana” i 
not coming a bit too soon.
